NORWAY'S STRANGE BANK. 


It is the Most Independent Financial In- 
stitution in the World. 

The moat independent and aristocratic 
bank in the pogo is the Norges, or Na- 
tional Bank of Norway. Sccially, the 
bank is of considerable importance. The 
directors meet twice a week, and these 
friendly gatherings are said to be most 
enjovab'eaffairs. Loans and discounts 
form the chief topica of conversation. No 
joan or discount can be made without 
the approval of three of the directors. 
The directors are to hold a meeting one 
day, and you want to borrow $1,000 on 
Monday. You apply to Norges bank 
and aretold thatthe matter will be taken 
under consideration at the director’s 
meeting on Thureday. It does not mat- 
ter in the least that you want the money 
ou Monda; and not on Thursday; you 


simply i have to wait. 


The origin of this institution is as pe- 
cular a8 its management is unusual. 
~oon after the nominal! union of Norway 

and Swedea, in 1414, the latter country 
began to feel the need of greater money 
facilities to meet the demands of the 
The prob- 
lem of securing the necessary capital for 

great national institution was a very 
simple one for the Norwegian govern. 
ment, It raised stockholders for the 
bank jastas it raised soldiers for the 
army. Every well-to do citizen was com- 
pelled to take s0 much stock. He was 
alwayeat liberty to take more if he 
chose, but alwaysin amounts divisible 
by five, 

The national bank is also the national 
pasning shop, Itis authorized by the 
law to lend money on anv nor®perish 
ale goods, provided they can be deposit- 
ed in the bank and kept under lock and 
key. Forthis service it charges rather 
esa than the usnail pawnbroker’s interest, 
which mav, peroaps, account for the 
rarity of private pawushops in Norway, 
—New York Jonrnal.

Oue electrical engineer, who has often 
demonsirated the beauty of hia own fin- 
ger bones, by placing one of his hands 
withit the radius of the searching rays, 
has iost ai! the nails from the ffngers of 
that hand, while Sydney Rowland, who 
is one of ihe leading experimenters in 
this direction, mentions several cases of 
similar character in the _— structural 
changes that oecur in the hair, and go 
forth, of these who have been frequently 
shadowgraphed by this method, Tius, 
in the case of patients whose heads have 
been subjeeted to the intlaence of the 
rays; the mair has either turned white or 
has falien out entirely.

It 
started about noon on Monday, the 28th, 
west of the File Hills reserve, and, fanned 
by a strong wind, it soon reached this neigh- 
borhood, destroying thousands of tons of 
hay and stacks of yrain, also grain in the 
fields. Continuing itx uiad career east amd 
eonth, almost every farmer Was svon engaged 
fighting the fire tiend. Ic has diseou.eged 
some of our neighbors to such an cxtent 
that they are thinkipg of leaving the coup- 
try, unless something is done tu proteet 
them against each disasters. The whele 
country is vow one blackened waste; all 
the pasturage is burnt with the exception of 
small patches, where the farmers did the 
most fighting. Itis to be hoped the legis- 
jatnre now sitting Wali do something to com- 
pel the settlers to form themseives into 
statute labor districts.
